Agreement with Canadian authorities 

Although, as indicated, there appears to be no conclusive 
English case which bears directly on the question, the view 
of the Board accords with the decisions in two Canadian 
cases which are indistinguishable in principle from the present 
In the first, Roberto v. Bumb [1943) 2 D.L.R. 613, 
it was expressly held that, where a vendor of land repudiates 
liability under a contract of sale, a claim for specific perfor- 
mance made by the purchaser in an action instituted before 
the date fixed for completion will be allowed. In that case 
the action was brought a week before the date fixed for 
completion, and in the Court of Appeal of Ontario, Laidlaw, 
].A., said: “ I think that a court of equity would not permit 
an appellant to avoid the contract merely because the action 
was started prematurely, nor would the respondent be thus 
deprived of his equitable right to a decree of specific perfor- 
mance, if he otherwise entitled to it.’’ The other 
Canadian case, Roy v. Kloepfer Wholesale Hardware and 
Automotive Co., Lid., in which the trial judge was affirmed in 
the Court of Appeal, and by the Supreme Court of Canada 
on further appeal (/1952] 2 S.C.R. (Can.)

If the will contains an alteration which has not been

address may be altered to the address to which the testator 
has just moved, or the name of a legatee may be crossed out 
has died. Often, these alterations may be dealt 
with quite simply in the oath, by stating, for example, that 
the deceased resided at the address originally stated in the 
will at the date of the will but subsequently moved to the other 
address.. It must be remémbered that the 
discretion to dispense with evidence where the alteration 
appears to be of no practical importance. Sometimes it is 
clear from the circumstances of the application that the 
alteration is unimportant, for instance, when it occurs in the 
part of the will dealing with the disposition of the estate in 
the event of the deceased's wife predeceasing him and his 
widow is applying for the grant.

Regard must be had to the dates appearing on the will. 
In particular the date of the will should be compared with 
the date on the endorsement. If the latter is later than the 
date of the will, evidence is usually required to establish the 
true date of execution Moreover, if the date of the will is 
incomplete or missing, evidence must be produced to establish 
as nearly as possible the date when the will was executed. 
One of the attesting witnesses should make the affidavit, 
testifying at the same time as to the manner in which the will 
was executed. If one witness cannot fix the date accurately, 
then the other witness must be asked for his recollection. 
If the true facts are known to some other person, e.g., the 
person who placed an date on the endorsement, 
the registrar should be asked to accept the evidence of that 
person alone. If the date cannot be fixed with any certainty, 
then an affidavit of search for other testamentary documents

should be lodged with the papers together with such evidence 
as is available concerning the date 

If the will bears conflicting dates, the later date is usually 
accepted. as the true date, no evidence being required. 
Evidence will be required, however, if the later date appears 
in the attestation clause or is not near the deceased’s signature,

A check should always be made to confirm that a codicil 
refers to the will and to any previous codicil by its correct 
date.

Even if the prohibition is in the memorandum it is not 
necessarily unalterable, because s.

OF MORTGAGES 


The rather surprising consequence was that the defendant 
contended. he had not signed either the application form o1 
the mortgage and he had no knowledge of the transaction 
It transpired that his wife had signed both the form and the 
deed, and all communications from the society and their 
solicitors addressed to the defendant had been intercepted 
by the wife, who had also negotiated the cheque issued by 
the societv. It is understood that the wife was charged with 
forgery and sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment 

The building society were, quite understandably, advised 
that they had no right of action against the husband in respect 
of the sums due under the mortgage. In the circumstances, 
it happened that part of the proceeds had been used to pay 
off an earlier mortgage and, consequently, the husband 
reimbursed the society to this extent 

The loss sustained by the building society in this case 
appears to have caused some concern, and there has been

corporation claimed from the appellant company rates in 

pect of a warehouse purchased by the appellant company 
on Ist March, 1957, with a view to use as a bonded store. 
\pproval of such use by the Customs and Excise was 
necessary and this had been applied for, but considerable 
alterations in the premises were required before this could 
be granted and the work was carried out from 3rd March, 
1958, till loth June, 1958. The company had not previously 
used the premises as a warehouse. The Second Division of 
the Court of Session having held that at the material time 
the company was in rateable occupation, this appeal was 
to the House of Lords. 

Viscount Ki_mutR, L.C., said that he was disposed to 
igree that the word “ actual ”’ in s. 379 (1) was used to make 
plain that the occupation necessary to make the occupier 
liable for rates was de facto as opposed to de jure occupation. 
\lso an owner of land must have made some actual use of 
the premises in the relevant year before he could be called 
on to pay rates. The crucial question was whether it was 
sufficient to make alterations with the intention of carrying 
on a business when the alterations were completed. It 
was not sufficient. Activity carried on in relation to the 
premises with the sole object of making them fit for the only 
use contemplated did not amount to the kind of actual 
use which was essential to rateable occupation. During 
that time, the premises were not serving the company’s 
purpose in the business of warehousemen. There being no 
use of the premises according to their nature, there was no 
occupation attracting liability to rates. The appeal should 
be allowed

He was 
employed in oiling machines in their factory from 1952 to 
1955, so that his hands were constantly in contact with oil, 
and it was not disputed that this caused the disease. In 
1940 the respondents had established a system designed to 
prevent oil dermatitis ; this was recommended by and under 
the supervision of a whole-time medical officer. Doctors, 
giving evidence, praised it. From 1941 there was a progressive 
fall in the number of cases at the factory. The appellant, 
while not attacking the system as a whole, contended that it 
should have included as an esse a element provision of a 
barrier cream called Rozalex No. On the effectiveness of 
this cream as a_ preventative ra medical evidence was 
conflicting, but there was evidence that it was of some value. 
Other employers commonly supplied it, but there was no 
evidence what other precautions they took. The First 
Division of the Court of Session having held that the 
respondents were not liable, the appellant appealed to the 
House of Lords.

LorD COHEN said that, since the interlocutor appealed from 
reviewed an interior court judgment founded on proof allowed 
and taken, the Judicature (Court of Session) Act, 1825, s.

It was contended that, on the facts 
found, the appellant had discharged the preliminary onus 
of proof of the respondents’ negligence, so that the onus 
passed to them to show that they were not negligent, and 
that they had not discharged that onus.

By his will, a testator gave and devised certain farm 


le upon protective 
roperty to his trustees upon trust for sale uf 
frosts, as defined by s. 33 of the Trustee Act, 1925, for the 
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benefit of the plaintiff for life, and after her death for such 
persons as she might by deed or will appoint, and in default 
of appointment, upon trust for the persons entitled on the 
distribution of her estate, with a proviso that the plaintiff 
should have the use and enjoyment of the capital value thereof 
if she needed it, and that the trustees might apply capital 
moneys arising on the sale of the farm to or for her benefit 
provided that they should consider the necessity for retaining 
sufficient capital to prevent her from ever being without 
adequate means. The testator also gave to the trustees a 
sum of {4,000 on trust for the plaintiff on the same protective 
trusts, and with similar powers of appointment by the 
plaintiff, and for the use of capital for her benefit, and 
authorised the trustees to use the legacy for the purpose of 
providing a residence for her. After the testator’s death the 
plaintiff, who was unmarried and had remained so, exercised 
both powers of appointment by deed irrevocably in her own 
favour. The farm was occupied by the plaintiff's brother 
but the trustees did not regard him as a satisfactory tenant, 
and came to the conclusion that the farm was not a desirable 
asset from the point of view of the trusts which it was their 
duty to administer, and that it ought to be sold. They 
obtained an offer and were about to sell when the plaintiff 
issued a writ against them, and by a summons taken out 
in the action she sought the court’s direction that the trustees 
should not sell the farm. Subsequently she amended the 
writ and the summons, and made an application under s. 1 
of the Variation of Trusts Act, 1958, for approval by the 
court of an arrangement proposed by her varying the trusts, 
so that the trustees would hold the farm and the legacy on 
trust for her absolutely; this the trustees did not consider 
would be for the benefit of the plaintiff and declined to 
approve. Harman, J., refused to grant the relief sought and 
the plaintiff appealed 

Lorp EveRSHED, M.R., said that, applying the principles 
stated in In re Mayo’s Will Trusts [1943) 1 Ch. 302, the court 
should not and would not interfere with the exercise of the 
trustees’ discretion in seeking to give effect to the duty 
imposed on them \rrangement ”’ in s. 1 of the 1958 Act 
was not limited to proposals which were inter partes but was 
used in the widest possible sense. The duty imposed on the 
court was not to approve on behalf of the trustees, though the 
views of the trustees would be considered, nor was it confined 
to considering the effect of a proposed scheme on the person on 
behalf of whom approval was sought. The plaintiff was now 
fifty-three and unmarried but there was this discretionary 
trust and a future husband of the plaintiff's was a person 
interested under those trusts. In was on his behalf that the 
court had to approve the proposal. The proposal had to be

Hopson, L.J., said that the objection on behalf of th 
wife to cross-examination on the allegation of adultery was 
not sustainable, because although the wife did not give any 
evidence-in-chief denying her adultery, she had in answer 
to the petition for divorce sworn an affidavit verifying the 
denial of adultery, and that was evidence “ in the proceedings 
within the meaning of s.

HUSBAND AND WIFE: WEDDING PRESENTS: 
NO PRESUMPTION OF LAW OF JOINT GIFTS TO 
SPOUSES 
Samson v. Samson 
Hodson, Willmer and Devlin, L.JJ. 2nd February, 1960 

Appeal from Mr. Registrar Forbes. 

A wife made a claim under the Married Women’s Property 
Act, 1882, and the Matrimonial Causes (Property and 
Maintenance) Act, 1958, to one-half of the wedding presents 
in chattels and money received by her husband and herself 
on the occasion of their marriage, asserting that there was a 
prima facie presumption of law that wedding presents should 
be regarded as gifts made jointly to the spouses. [he 
registrar made an order to the effect that the gifts to the 
spouses from their respective relatives and friends should be 
their respective property ; and, in particular, that as the 
larger part of the gifts of money had come from the husband's 
side, there should be a relatively small payment to the wile 
The wife appealed. 

Hopson, L.J., said that the question of discretion did not 
arise ; but, assuming the wife to be right, it did not follow 
that the court would in the exercise of its discretion order 
payment over, as the money might have been expended on 
the purchase of a house or the assignment of a tenancy. 
The registrar had assigned to the spouses the gifts from their 
respective relatives and friends, and found that there was no 
evidence that any donor knew the spouses equally well. No 
doubt there was a principle of law that a gift must be con- 
sidered by reference to the intention of the donor, but there 
was no authority in this country for the further proposition 
that there was a principle of law applicable to wedding 
presents. In Hichens v. Hichens [1945] P. 23, Lord Goddard 
observed obiter that ‘‘ One often has to solve the problem by 
saying that if a present was given by a friend or relation 
of the wife, the property should be given to the wife,’ and 
vice versa. That, with respect, seemed to be eminently 
sound sense, but did not purport to be a declaration of law. 
In Newgrosh v. Newgrosh (cited in Rimmer v. Rimmer (1953 
1 QO.B. 63) Bucknill, L.J., had said that, apart from any 
well established principle of law, property disputes between 
spouses might well be dealt with on the principle of © pa‘m 
tree justice.” It had not been established as a matter ol 
law that any intention was to be attributed to the donot.

further, that he had “ not made known to the owners expressly 
or by implication the particular purpose for which the goods 
equired, and that the goods were fit for the purpose for 
which they were in fact required. When the plaintiff signed 
the hire-purchase agreement she did not read it and had not 
seen the car, but the salesman assured her that it was “ perfect ”’ 
or nearly so. The car was brought round to her later that 
day but not left with her. When it was delivered she signed 
i delivery which contained a statement that she 
acknowledged that she had read the hire-purchase agreement 
between the defendants and herself and, further, 
had examined the goods and that they were in good 
order and condition.

LIBEL: JUSTIFICATION: FAIR COMMENT 
Anders v. Gas 
Ashworth, J. 


29th February, 1960 
Action. 


The plaintiff complained of an article in a newspaper which 
contained four statements of fact and a comment thereon 
Among the questions which the defendants proposed to put 
to the jury were, first, a question based on s. 5 of the Defamation 


Act, 1952: ‘ If some of the words « omplained of are true, do 
the words not proved to be true materially injure the plaintiff's 
reputation having regard to the truth of the charges mad 


by the words which are true ? ”’ and, secondly. a juestion based 
on s. 6 of the Act: “ If only some of the facts on which the 
comment . . . is made are true, is that expression of opinion 
fair comment having regard to such of the facts on which the 
comment is founded as are true?’ On behalf of the plaintiff 
it was submitted that s. 6 of the Act had not been pleaded 
and that therefore it was a question of law for the court 
whether, on the jury’s findings as to the statements of fact, 
the defence succeeded. 

ASHWORTH, J., said that at some stage the jury would have 
to decide whether the defence of fair comment was made out, 
and both the questions would have to be put to them The 
wording of the questions was taken straight from the Act,

and they were in the right form. For the first defendant, the 


writer of the article, it was submitted that a liberal construction 
of s. 6 should be adopted. If a defendant made a comment 
based on one true statement and several lic ind proved 


t 
the truth of the one statement, and the comment would have 


been perfes tly correct if based on that statement alone, then 
the defence of fair comment based on the section should still 
fail, for the comment would not be fair. Taken literally, th 
section gave defendants an advantage which the Legislature 
never intended. 

On behalf of the second defendant, the publisher, it was 
submitted that a man’s reputation could be looked at 
quantitatively and qualitatively. Qualitatively, the reputa- 
tion might be as a soldier or a mathematician. Under s. 5, 
if the defendant proved an allegation that a general was 
thoroughly incompetent in battle and failed to prove an 
allegation that years before as a colonel he had shown similar 
stupidity, that was of the same quality but different quantity 
and the defence would succeed. It would be a matter for the 
jury. It was further submitted that if an allegation were 
made that the general was so cowardly that he ran away from 
the enemy, that would be attacking him in a different way 
and would again be a matter for the jury. He was not saying 
that that was wrong, but he did not think that it would be 
helpful to the jury to talk about quantity and quality. The 
proper thing was to say: if statements one and two were 
proved, then did three damage him? Directing the jury, he 
said that with respect to the defence under s. 5 of the Act 
they should imagine five separate charges made against a 
man. Three might be proved to be true, the other two not. 
If the two not proved to be true were in their view really minor 
matters, not materially affecting the plaintiff's reputation 
having regard to the other three, then the defence of justifica- 
tion succeeded. On the other hand, if these two were of 
themselves serious and did materially injure the plaintiff's 
reputation, then the defence should fail. With re sper t to the 
defence based on s. 6 the jury should imagine that they found 
some of the allegations of fact proved and others not. So long 
as the comment was fair having regard to the allegations 
which had been proved, that was not necessarily fatal, for 
Parliament had provided that the defence should not fail 
only by reason of this. The new section was introduced to 
protect defendants whose conduct was fair, but who might 
have, for example, got a date or place wrong or misrepresente d 
an incident.
